AST Friday arriv’d here the Marthal 
de Theffe and the Marquis Monte- 
leone, and were lodg’d in the Hoale 
of the French Envoy , where they 
were vifited by the Cardinal de Medicis. 

The next Day they had Audience of our great 
Duke and of Prince Ferdinand, and Yefterday took 
Leave of his Highnefs, de&igning to proceed to Mor- 
row on their Journey to Rome. We underftand 
they bavt been ac other Courts of fialy, to endea- 
your to engage them inthe Interefts of the two 
Crowns ; bur we do not kear they have fucceeded. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Nov. 2. 
Rome, Octob. 13. The Ma:shal de Theffe and the 
Marquis de Monteleone, Plenipotentiaries of the 
two Crowns, are atriv’d here. This Week feveral 
Congregations of War were held in the Pope’s Pre- 
fence: In the firft of them, ‘tis reported Cardinal 
Marefcotti made a very folid and eloquent Speech, 
to diflwade his Holynefs from engaging in fo ruinous 
a War, reminding him of Pope Innocent XI of 
blefled. Memory, who ia a very provoking Con- 
jundure of Affairs, and notwithftanding the Infuits 
made upon him by the French, forbore to 
things to {uch an Extremity as they are now. ’Tis 
alfo faid, that the Pope was very much affected 
with this Speech, and feem’d difpos'd to take his 
Advice. In the fecond Congregation, to which the 
General Officers and others were fummon’d, the 
Pope did not thew himf<lf averfe to follow the fame 
Counfel. But in-a third, at which affifted the Car- 
dinals and other Prelates who are in the Intereft of 
the two Crowns, he appeac’d intirely -chang’d, and 
telaps'd to his firft Sentiments for War. Tho’ ’tis 
very difficult to penetrate into his fecret Thoughts. 
His -Holinefs was defirous likewile to hear in 
private the Opinions of the Generals of the Religi- 
ous Orders who are in this City. *Tis faid that Fa- 
ther Cloche, a Frenchman, General of the Domi- 
cans, fpoke concerning the Contributions to be im- 
pos'd on the Orders ; and réprefented, that accord- 
Ing to the antient Decrees and Statutes, they ought 
to be the laft of all Taxes. After the Pope had 
heard them, he difmifs’d them, giving them his Be- 
nediction, ’Tis not vifible yet, what will be the 
Iue of all chefe Congregations ; tho’ from divers Mo- 
tlons we conjecture, that the Negociations for an Ac- 
commodation are continu’d. The 11th another Con- 
Rregation was call’d, to which divers Bankers were 
fent for, to be confulted about the new Regulations 
of the Coin. 


Rome,Q&.13. The Pope accompany'd by 4 Cardi- 
hals (of which 3 are tbe pleads of the 3 Claffes of 
the Sacred College) went in great State the roth 
Inftant to the Caftle of St. Angelo, and took out of 
the Treafure of Sixrus V 100000 Crowns in Gold. 
To Day his Hefinefs went thigher agen with the 
fame Ceremony, and took out a like Sum. 
The Key of this Trealure of Sixtus V was fent hi- 
ther from Florence by Cardinal Acciajoli Vice- 
Dean of the Sacred College. The Marthal de Theffe 
is atriv'’d here, and with him the Marquis de Mon- 
teleone Bnyoy of King Philip, The Cardinals de 
Gindici and de fe Trimouille, with the Deke d’ U- 
zeda Ambaffador of Spain, went out of the City to 
meet them. The Marquis de Prie is daily expected 
here. The Marfhal de Theffe has alieady had {ee 
Veral Conferences with the Cardinals who are in 
the Intereft of the Court of France ; ules great En- 
deavonrs to incite the Popg to a War againit the

Time his Holinefs has intimated privately to fome 
Perfons, that he will not only give a favourable Bar 
to the Propofitions of Accommodation which the 
Marquis d@Prie may make to him ; but contribute 
all that isin his Power to the Re-eftablifiment of 
the Tranqvility of Italy. The Imperialifis however 
do not depend upon this ; fufpecting tbat he only 
feeks to draw out this Winter in fruiciefs Negocia, 
tions, and in the Spring declare his Refolutions for 
War, when the Troops which are now moving from 
Piemont and the Kingdom of Naples to the Serra- 
reze, will be wanted elfewaere. 
From the Amiterdam Gazette, daied Nov. 2. 
- Bologna, Oc. 16. General Marfgli, having af- 
fifted at a Conference beld in Ferrara with the Le- 
gate, the Vice-Legate, and the Commidary of the 
Apofiolical Chamber, went,to Lago-Scuro, thete to 
give Orders. We have Advice, that the German 
Garrifon of Comacchio have been reinforced with 
feveral Cannon, a Quanty of Provifions, and other 
Neceffaries. On Sunday laft we had certain Advice, 
thac the Marpuis de Prie, the Emperour’s Plenipo- 
tentiary, was arriv'd at Modena: And Yefterday in 
the Afternoon he arriv’d here, is lodg’d in the Houfe 
of the Marquis Pepoli, and has been complemented 
by 4 Senators onthe Part of the Senate: He is to 
fet out from hence the 18th in the Morning, for 
Rome. He has been treated here with great Ho- 
a and we hope his Journey will have a happy 
ue, 


Turin, O&ob. 17. We have Advice; that the 
Marguis de Prie, is fec out from Milan for the 
Court of Reme, with the Caracter of Ambaffador 
extraordinary from the Emperour. The Imperial 
General Count Thaun fet out from hence laft Satur- 
day, to go and command in the Ferrareze : Whither 
are march’d all the Imperialifts who ferv'd the paft 
Campaign with the Army of our Duke, excepr 
Seven Battallions who are left in Piemont. The 
French would fain oblige our Duke to get thofe 
Troops countermanded, and therefore the Marthal 
de Villars has put himfelf in Motion, and caus'd 
Preparations to be made at Briangon, as if he de- 
fign’d to befiege Exilles ; but the Snows will render 
any fuch Project abortive. *Tis the Difcourfe bere, 
that the plain Reafon of General Count Thaun’s 
haftening to head the Imperialifts in the Ferrareze,

Francfort, Octob. 28. Tis advis’d from Italy, that 
the two Regiments of Saxe-Gothans, which ferv'd 
in Piemont, are march’d to Lombardy. Leffers 
from Switzerland tell us the Cantons of Zurich aad 
Berne have refolv’d to recall home their Officers

Parm, O&.26. To provide againft any Defigns 
of the Enemy, by depriving them of Corn and Por- 
rage, 2000 Waggon: from the Country of Artois, 
and 600 from the Province of Picardy, are actually 
on the March to fetch cff all the Corn out of the 
Villages of the Bailywick of Lens and the Diftria 
of Betbune, which are neareft @ the Enemy ; that 
it may be laid up in the forufied Places. This is to 
be done in a very orderly Manner, for the Security 
of the Owners of the Corn ; and the Waggons are 
to be guarded by a good Body of Troops drawn out 
of tbe Garrifons of Doway, Bethune, and Arras, 
commanded by the Count de Lille Major-General, 
and M. deBarentin Brigadier. 

From the Paris Leuer, dered OC. 29. 

Pars, Oct. 29. We have an Account that out 
Troops bave taken Leffingen Sword in Hand, taking 
1400 Prifoners, wih a Collonel, two Lieutenant- 
Collonels, and 36 Captains or Subalterns: The 
News was brought to the King by the Cheva- 
lier de Roye, who affur'd bis Majefty that in that 
Poft were taken 600 Bartels of Powder, and a good 
Quantity of other Ammunition. By this means 
Oftend is ina manner bloc’kd np by Land. Letters 
from Bdadrid of the 16th Inftanr, tell us the Duke 
of Orleans bad advice at his Camp at Caftelion de 
Farfanna the 2d, that the fecond Battallion of Spa- 
nih Guards, which was pofted at Guardia between 
Ager and Tren, on the Noguera, had been atcack’d 
by 400 of the Enemy's Grenadiers led by the Prince 
of Darmttad : That the Action was bloody and 
that Don Simon de Brinnas Brigadier, and Don Ro- 
drigo de Osizco, with fome Soldiers were kill’d : 
Bat that the Spaniards, though much inferiour in 
Nuaaber,oblig'd the Enemy to retire with great Lofs. 
It appears, feeing Lifle was not Reliev’d, as it 
might have been, that the Defign of the Court is 
toruine abfolutely the Enemy’s Army, by letting 
them fatigue themfelves with the Siege of the Cita- 
del of Lifle, cutting off theic Provifions and Ammu- 
mtion, and fecuring all the Pofts by which they 
might receive any. This Defign is already execu- 
ted, by the Inundations made by Means of the 
Sluyces of Conde, Valenciennes, and Bouchain ; by 
the Intrenchments along the Schelde, and the Canal 
of Bruges; and by the taking of the Pofts abour 
Oftend. Befides the Troops that are already in Ar- 
ruis, thofe are orderd thither which gssrded the 
Coafts ; as are alfo Part of the Militia of the Bo- 
lonois, Picardy, and Normandy ; and ‘tis compu- 
ted they will all make a Body of above 25000 
Men. 


Lifle, O&. 24. Our Troops having taken Pof- 
feffion of Lifle the 25th, and the Hoftages baving 
fince been difcharg’d on boch Sides, Trenches are 
open'd againft the Citadel, and are this Morning 

ready advanc’d to the Foot of the Glacis. In- 
trenchments are alfo caft up at the End of every 
Sireet that looks into the Efpanade or Plain before 
the Citadel] ; and hithecothe Encmy -have nor fir'd 
one Shor.
